Republicans need to spell 
out what they're for and for- 
g«t what they're against if 
they want Americans to pay 
any attention to the Grand 
Old Party, Dr. Max Rsfferty 
declared Monday.

Dr. Rafferty, state superin­ 
tendent of public instruction, 
laid out a five-point program 
for the Republican Party in 
an address before a 46th As­ 
sembly District Lincoln Day 
dinner in Manhattan Beach. 

Republicans, Dr. Rafferty 
declared, are:

of crime, not coddling the 
criminals."

  "For ending the riots 

and racial unrest by curing 
the disease, not just treating 
the symptoms."

DR. RAFFERTY said peo­ 
ple can no longer "believe 
any of the administration 
spokesmen" and said Repub­ 
licans should win votes by 
"just promising to tell the 
truth."

Declaring that the nation's 
courts have been "falling all 
over themselves to make the 
job of the criminal easier and 
the job of the policeman 
harder," Dr. Rafferty called 
for the restoration of "the 
concept of punishment for 
crime prevention."

He said Republicans should 
forget abput making it more 
rewarding to obey the law 
and concentrate, instead, on 
making it "downright dlsas 
terous" to disobey the law.

"As a teacher," he told the 
crowd of some 250 persons, 
"I have found that fair, rea 
 enable, and prompt punish 
ment bat a salutary effect on 
kids."
